Crusade  '74,  the  first  of,  hopefully,  an 
annual  event,  was  sponsored  by  the  Ha- 
milton High  Unit  of  the  Ontario  English 
Catholic  Teachers'  Association.   The 
teachers  of  our  Catholic  High  Schools 
wanted  to  assist  as  a  group  in  the  con- 
tinuing operation  of  our  schools.    For 
months  they  discussed  many  fund-raising 
projects  and  finally  the  idea  of  Crusade 
'74  arose.  The  money  raised  was  to 
augment  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
income  which  consisted  of  parish  assess- 
ments and  student  fees  but  more  impor- 
tant the  walkathon  was  to  elicit  commu- 
nity' awareness  of  separate  schools  and 
boost  the  spirit  school  students.

This  year's  dramatic  production,  Hamlet,  involved  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  by  many  students 
and  teachers  working  both  on  the  stage  and  behind  the  scenes.   Months  before  the  actual  presentation 
on  March  13  and  14,  auditions  had  been  completed  and  the  cast  finalized  and  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
J.   Sardo  and  Mr.  A.    LoPresti,  rehearsals  had  become  a  daily  ritual.  With  the  designing  of  costumes 
by  Mrs.   Taylor  and  Marsha  Dykman,  materials  were  chosen  and  sewn  up.   Mr.   Boyle's  Industrial  Arts 
Portable  resounded  with  the  bang  of  hammers  and  wine  of  drills  as  props  and  sets  were  constructed. 
Through  the  work  of  the  Sing  Committee,  advertisement  soon  appeared:  posters  were  scattered 
throughout  the  school  and  programs  designed  and  printed.  As  opening  night  approached,  dress  rehear- 
sals began.   Sessions  held  by  Mrs.   Taylor  and  Miss  Ostapchuk  demonstrated  proper  make-up  techni- 
ques.  Sets  and  props  were  completed;  lighting  effects  were  designed  and  perfected.    Little  was  left  to 
do  but  give  last  minute  instructions  and  a  wish  of  good  luck. 

Opening  night  proved  all  efforts  to  be  well  worthwhile.   Praised  by  Jim  Clements  of  The  Spectator  as  a 
production  "with  a  level  of  acting  that  would  shock  some  of  the  province's  smaller  professional  theat- 
res. ",  a  Top  Acting  Award  was  merited  by  Xavier  Wynn -Williams  and  an  Adjudicator's  Certificate 
was  presented  to  both  Bonnie  Mclnnes  and  Louise  Shea. 


"The  Play's  the  Thing 
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St.  Mary's  Hamlet:  A  Col- 
lage is  a  good  example.  It's 
an  intricate  and  difficult 
play  that  requires  an  under- 
standing of  Shakespeare's 
original  to  fully  appreciate. 

It's  author.  Charles  Mar- 
owitz,  wrenched  out  one  of 
Shakespeare's  main  themes 
and  twisted  it  until  it  turned 
into  a  nightmarish  conden- 
sation complete  with  time 
warps  and  grotesque  char- 
acter developments ,  as  if 
Hamlet  were  thrashing 
through  the  tragedy  of  his 
life  in  a  bad  dream. 

Properly  performed  it  con- 
centrates the  audience's  at- 
tention on  Hamlet's  indeci- 


sion and  gives  the  play  a 
new  perspective. 

But  even  if  you've  never 
heard  of  Hamlet,  the  St. 
Mary's  production  of  Mar- 
owitz's  version  would  be 
impressive. 

It  was  a  full-scale  produc- 
tion with  the  lighting  flow- 
ing liquidly  to  match  the 
prevailing  mood,  with  spe- 
cial sound  and  light  effects, 
with  a  large  cast  moving 
about  the  stage  with  choreo- 
graphed precision  and  agili- 
ty, with  a  level  of  acting  that 
would  shock  some  of  the 
province's  smaller  profes- 
sional theatres. 

Xavier  Wynn-Williams,  as 
Hamlet,  was  on  stage  and 
raging  in  his  madness  for 
the  full  time  of  the  play.  And 
if,  as  the  adjudicator  pointed 
out,  he  was  a  little  strident 
in  the  role,  he  still  played 
the  part  with  a  compelling 
combination  of  talent  and 
technique.  He  was  matched 
by  Bonnie  McKinnis  as 
Hamlet's  mother,  Queen 
Gertrude,  Tim  Houngan  as 
the  hollow-voiced  ghost  who 
goads  Hamlet  and  Louise 
Shea  as  Ophelia. 

And  they  were  matched  by 
most  of  the  others  in  the 
cast. 

"This  was  a  most  interest- 
ing staging  of  the  play.  The 
movement  of  the  people  was 
excellent,"  Miss  Foster  said 
in  her  pablic  adjudication.
